The Governor’s Trip. 


Governor Smith returned yesterday 
noon. During his late trip to North 
Georgia, he passed over the line of the 
projected railroad from Marietta through 
the counties of Cherokee, Pickens, Gil- 
mer, and Fannin, to Ducktown, Tennes- 
see. 

As previously stated by us, the Gover- 
nor and other members of. the party ad- 
dressed the people at several points along 
the route. Great interest was manifested 
in, and considerable subscriptions made 
to, the new enterprise. The prospect for 
the early construction of the road is said 
to be very encouraging. 

A gentleman who accompanied the 
party says that the Governor was very 
happy in his several addresses to the peo- 
ple. He told them that he did not speak 
asa candidate, for he was no candidate 
for any office; nor yetas one pecuniarily 
interested inthe road, since he did notown 
a share of its stock, nor any property in 
that part of the State. He asserted that 
he felt a deep interest in the early devel- 
opment of the great mineral resources of 
the State, and he did not see how this 
could be done without the aid of rail- 
roads. These roads should be built and 
managed by the people themselves. The 
State had already suffered very greatly 
by the ruinous policy of ‘State aid.” 
The Governor was much pleased with 
this, his first visit, to North Georgia.

It is believed that the C: .mtion will 
quickly and thoroughly do us work ; 80 
that, by the first of October, a new Legis- 
lature will have been elected, together 
with all local and county officers. Under 
an organic law such as this body will cer- 
tainly frame, the people of the outraged 
State can hopefully look forward to a 
career of prosperity unexampled in their 
history. Thanks to Gov. Baxter and his 
associates, Clayton and Dorsey did not 
quite succeed in bankrupting the State, 
although they added, before Baxter came 
into office, several grievous millions to 
the bonded indebtedness. 

It is reported that Governor Baxter will 
be a candidate for re-nomination, and if 
he is, the Courier-Journal expresses the 
hope that he will have no opposition from 
the true and good men of Arkansas. The 
hold of the carpet-bag scoundrels was so 
well taken and fortified by law, that it is 
doubtful whether relief would have come 
without Baxter’s potentaid. He has been 
the means of a speedy deliverance from 
the foul spirits that were fast plunging the 
State into almost irretrievable ruin; and 
we believe with our Louisville contempo- 
rary that a proper sense of appreciation 
would accord him a re-election.

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The Grasshopper Invasion. 


The numbers of the vast army of grass- 
hoppers that has recently made a descent 
upon the fields of Minnesota and Iowa, 
are simply prodigious. One farmer in 
Minnesota estimates that his county con- 
tains 100 bushels of grasshoppers to every 
acre of all growing crops, and they are 
just as thick over the tilled area that lies 
between him and the Iowa line. He 
bases his estimate upon the numbers 
clinging to the stalks of wheat, oats, etc., 
as compared with the number of kernels 
of wheat. The latest reports indicate 
that they are moving northwestward, and 
that the vast grain ficlds of Southern and 
Central Minnesota may be spared. The 
St. Paul Press says that they are quite 
capable of devouring Minnesota's entire 
crop of 30,000,000 bushels of wheat with- 
out overloading their voracious stom- 
achs. 

The worst feature of this destructive 
plague consists in the hopelessness of ar- 
resting, or even delaying,the march of the 
winged pests. They move in such im- 
mense swarms that all chemicals are ut- 
terly futile. If Paris green and arsenic 
should kill millions, there would still 
be tens of millions left. Their numbers 
are absolutely incalculable. 

These crop-devouring robbers are bred 
in myriad numbers on the slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains, and protected by the 
snow covering of the soil until the warm 
weather of the spring sends them forth on 
expeditions as uncalled for as the present 
raids among the peaceful and prosperous 
homes of the Northwest. They cannot 
be reached in their original breeding 
places; but if their propagation could be 
limited to those distant slopes, there 
would be little to fear from their migra- 
tions. As they move they fill the soil 
with eggs, and thus immense additions 
are sure to appear in the spring unless 
some way can be devised to kill them in 
the soil. The scientific agriculturists are 
earnestly appealed to for help against 
this insect foe. The sole hope seems to 
consist in some remedy that will destroy 
them before they are hatched in cultiva- 
ted lands.

own room. They pursued him to the 
room of the married folks, but never saw 
him after, notwithstanding the thorough 
search which was instantaneously made, 
and the fact of every door and window 
in the house, except the door between

of gunpowder was found under the 
steps in the young men’s room, be- 
sides a large. quantity of matches and 
kerosene..
